FORTY MEN WORK 
FOUR DAYS TO GET 
DOG OUT OF CAVE 


Fox Terrier, Hurt Fighting 
Coon, Taken From Pit at 
Mt. Pleasant, Ia.

MOUNT PLEASANT, Ia.,. Dec. 
15.—Bingo, a fox terrier, was res- 
cued today from a cave where he 
had been trapped for four and a 
half days. Weak from loss of blood 
and ravenous for food, Bingo was 
lifted from a pit by his .master, 


Lawrence Mills, and carried from 


the underground chamber, which 
had been made accessible by dyna- 
mite. 

Bingo chased a raccoon into the 
cave last Wednesday and dropped 
into a pit out of which he could 
not climb. The raccoon gave Bingo 
a lesson in underworld fighting and 
then scampered out of the pit. 

Mills, waiting at the entrance for 
Bingo to come out, heard his 
whines and started to investigate. 
He could not get into the cave far 
enough to lift the dog from the pit. 
Forty men worked almost contin- 
uously until last night to enlarge 
the entrance, but a wall of lime- 
stone barred the way. 

A blast of dynamite cleared this 
obstruction, but Bingo ran for a 
burrow leading from the floor of 
the pit when the blast echoed 
through the chamber. He refused 
to leave his burrow when Mills 
reached the top of the pit. This 
morning he became hungry. Hesi- 
tant at first, he limped into the 
pit within reach of his master’s 
hand.

Senator Wagner Would Make Such 
Sum Deductable From Income 
and Tax Exempt.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—A Dill 
to encourage the establishment of 
unemployment reserve fufids in in- 
dustry will be introduced today by 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York. 

His measure would provide that 
any funds set aside by employers 
or employes as an unemployment 
reserve should be deductable from 
income subject to taxation, and the 
earnings. from such funds be tax 
exempt. 

“The unemployment reserve 
funds,” said Wagner, ‘will tend to 
reduce the insecurity of employ- 
ment and it is, therefore, proper 
that the Government should en- 


‘courage it, It also will tend to pro- 


mote the regularization of the in- 
dustries establishing such reserves 
and thus to reduce the amount of 
unemployment very much as work- 


| men’s compensation laws tended to 


reduce the number of industrial ac- 
cidents. 

“The management will have its 
attention focused on the problem 
regularization since any instability 
will be reflected in the contribu- 
tions to and distributions from the 
unemployment reserve fund.”

FOR MRS, SHEPARD 


Dentist Testifies He Gave 
It in Mouth Wash for 
Woman Army Surgeon Is 
Accused of Murdering. 


ALCOHOL ON HER— 
BREATH, DOCTOR SAYS 


First Physician Called to 
Treat Her Takes, Stand | 


for Defense at Trial of 
Her Husband.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 15.— 
Charges by the prosecution that. 
Maj. Charles A. Shepard fatally’ 
poisoned his wife with mercury | 
were met with defense testimony | 
today that another army medical 
corps officer used bichloride | 
mercury in treating Mrs. Shepard. | 

Maj. Shepard, 59 years old, is | 
on trial for the murder of his wife. | 
The Government alleges he wished | 
to be free to marry Miss Grace 
Brandon, 24, San Antonio, 
stenographer. 

Maj. M. A. Rose, whose special- 
ty is dentistry, testified that under 
his direction four or five pints of a 
solution of bichloride of mercury 
was given Mrs. Shepard as a mouth 
wash up to the time of her death 
at Fort Riiey, Kan., in June, 1929. 
He said Mrs. Shepard suffered 
from trench mouth. 

“Do you know whether you killed 
her by your treatment?” District 
Attorney Sardius M. Brewster de- 


manded in cross examinating the 
witnegs. C. L. Kagey of defense 
counsel, objected and the question 
was ruled out by the Court with- 
out an answer from Maj. Rose. 

Maj. Rose testified he was called 
to attend Mrs. Shepard about two 
weeks before her death. At that 
time, he said, there was positive 
evidence of a trench mouth infec- 
tion and none of mercurial poison- 
ing.

Suggests Natural Death. 

He said he prescribed the  pi- 
chloride of mercury mouth wash 
and warned Mrs. Shepard, Shepard 
and the nurse, Clara Brown, the 
solution was poisonous and urged 
them to see that Mrs. Shepard did 
not swallow any of it. The mouth 
wash was prescribed to be used 
every two waking hours and was 
administered approximately two 
weeks up to the time of Mrs. 
Shepard’s death, he testified. 

Maj. Rose said the bottie, labeled 
“poison,’’ was kept on a stand near 
the bed and was in easy reach of 
the patient. 

Maj. Rose said that each pint of 
the mouth wash contained about 
two grains of bichloride of mer- 
cury and that the treatment 
brought a gradual improvement in 
the condition of Mrs. Shepard's 
mouth. : 

After the autopsy, Maj. 
stated he took smears from the 
ulcers in the stomach of Mrs. 
Shepard—which the Government 
alleges were caused by mercurial 
poisoning—and found under micro- 
scopic evidence of Vincent's angina, 
or trench mouth. 

“Vincent's angina is fatal in 
some cases,” he testified. 

Dr. C. W. O’Del® a Kansas City 
dentist, then described the sypm- 
toms of trench mouth and in reply 
to a question about the proper 
drugs to use in treatment of the 
disease, replied: “Arsenical and 
mercurial compounds.” 


On cross-examination he said 
this treatment was safe, but might 
result fatally if misused. 

Brewster then shot this ques- 
tion: “How many have you killed 
by this method?” The defense ob- 
jected and Brewster withdrew the 
query. 

Maj. E. J. Strickler, medical of- 
ficer at Fort Riley and specialist in 
psychiatry, testified that symptoms 
he found the night Mrs. Zenana 
Shepard was stricken with her fa- 
tal illness indicated alcoholic pois- 
oning. 

Maj. Strickler was the first phy- 

sician called to attend Mrs. Shep- 
ard. 
_ Saturday Mrs. Zenana H. Curtis, 
86-year-old grandmother of Mrs. 
Shepard, testified for the defense 
that the Major’s Wife | was a heavy 
drinker. 

“The odor of alcohol was very 
strong on her breath,”’ Maj. Strich- 
ler said after describing Mrs. Shep- 
ard’s mental condition and appear- 
ance when he arrived at her bed- 
side first-on May 20, 1929. ° “I ob- 
served nothing except . vomiting 
that might be attributed to any 
other poison.” 

Vomiting, he added, might be a 
symptom of alcoholic poisoning. 

The prosecution had presented 
expert testimeny to show Mrs.

wnamusiwrans Dec. 15.—The 
Hoover administration suffered a 
smashing defeat in Congress this 
afternoon when the House rejected 
a motion to stispend its rules and 
pass the $30,000,000 drouth relief 
appropriation favored by the White 
House. This means that the House 
now will have an opportunity to 
vote on the Senate bill, which 
would provide $60, 000,000. Pres- 
ident Hoover last week denounced 
the Senate bill as a “raid on the 
Treasury.” 

Republican control in the House, 
which heretofore has constituted 


he Administration’s main strength |’ 


in Congress, was not sufficient to 
produce the two-thirds majority 
required for adoption of the mo- 
tion. The vote was 205 for, and 
159 against. Sixteen Republicans 
and one Farmer-Labor member 
voted against the motion, and only 
one Democrat (Black of New 
York) yoted for it. 
Test ‘of G. O. P. Strength. 

The vote was a test of the Re- 
publican leaders’ ability to pass 
important legislation under the 
notorious “gag rule,”’ which pro- 
hibits the offering of any amend- 
ments from the floor, and thus de- 
prives members of any opportunity 
to vote for alternative propvsals. 
It came at the end of 40 minutes 
of fiery debate, during which Ke- 
publican leaders assailed the Sen- 
ate bill as “a dole,” with _ Demo- 
cratic speakers asserting that the 
principal issue was freedom to 
legislate on the merits of the ques- 
tion. 

The very fact that Speaker 
Longworth was able to limit the 
debate to 20 minutes on a side, 
thus compelling a number of .Dem- 
ocrats to confine themselves to 
one - minute and half - minute 
speeches, perhaps furnished the 
most staiking illustration of the 
Democratic argument. Half a doz- 
tn such “speeches” were sum- 
marily ended by Longworth’s gavel 
before three sentences could be 
uttered. 

Republican leaders were afraid 
that, if the House was afforded 
an opportunity to choose between 
the $30,000,000 figure in the House 
bill and the $60,000,000 sum in the 
Senate bill, it* would vote for the 
latter. Hence their attempt to 
jam through the House bill under 
a suspension of the rules. Failure 
of this desperate expedient means 
that the matter goes back to the 
Committee on Agriculture, which is 
now compelled to submit it again 
under circumstances affording 
members their choice between the 
two measures. 

“Iron Triumvirate” Defeated. 

More important still is the fact 
that today’s vote signifies a weak- 
ening of House rule by the “Iron 
Triumvirate’ composed of Speaker 
Longworth, Republican leader Til- 
son, and Chairmn Snell of the 
Rules Committee. 

In the frequent disagreements 
arising between the President and 
the Senate, this copper-riveted Re- 
publican dictatorship of the Fouse 
always has been the President's 
principal ace. in the hole. 

On the question of a choice be- 
tween the Senate and House bills, a 
majority vote will decide, and to- 
day’s result might suggest that the 
Republicans can count on a major- 
ity. However, the fact is that many 
Republican’ members who stood 
with their leaders today on the 
meré question Of voting for the 
$30,000,000 fund or against it, will 
be forced by sentiment at home to 
vote for the Senate figure when 
confronted with a choice.

Figures in November in 41,525 Es- 
tablishments Compared With 
Those for October.

Labor Department reported today 
a 2.5 per cent decline in employ- 
ment and a 6.1 per cent decrease 
in payroll totals for November 
from the previous month. 

The estimate was based on re- 
ports received from 41,525 estab- 
lishments in 15 major industrial 
groups. They had in ‘November 
4,712,082 employes, whose com- 
bined earnings in one week were 
$115,905,230. 

Increased employment was 
shown in two groups, bituminous 
coal mining .8 per cent ard retail 
trade 3 per cent. Employment in 
manufacturing declined 2.7 per cent 
while payroll totals decreased 6.1 
per cent.

mained overwhelmingly loyal. 

The new revolt had its base at a 
Government airdrome near Ma- 
drid, from which rebel pilots flew 
over the capital proclaiming a re- 
public in circulars showered upon 
the city. Loyal troops, the Gov- 
ernment announced, captured the 


airport and put the rebels to flight. 
One of these, it wag said, was 
Ramon Franco, the picturesque 
young aviator, who became the 


}idol of Spain through his gupselin 


in the air. 

At the head of a group of other 
army officers, including Gen. Qu'«- 
po Dellano, Franco burst upon the 
Cuatro Vientos airport, proclaim- 
ing rebellion. They disarmed the 
guard at the ammunition ware- 
house, loaded a truck with air- 
plane bombs and transferred the 
bombs to several army planes on 
the field. 

But news of the rebellion sprend 
quickly and a column of troops 
shelled the airdrome with field 
pieces. After half an hour of that 
the rebels hoisted a white flag and 
the loyal] troops poured in. But 
meanwhile, Franco and Dellano 
had escaped in a plane. Thirty 
rebels were captured.

“How to Get the Money.” 

Representative John Garner of 
Texas, the Democratic floor leader, 
followed. ‘‘The one issue to be de- 
cided by this 40-minute debate is 
whether: you will permit the House 
to consider an important piece of 
legisiation on its merits, after a 
free discussion,”” he shouted. “I 
submit that this is no way for the 
House of Represéntatives to legis- 
late.

IN PRESCRIPTION 
FOR MRS. SHEPARD

Shepard died of mercurial poison- 
ing. 

Maj. Strickler said he found Mrs. 
Shepard lying in bed ‘fully clothed, 
apparently hearing voices, reach- 
ing for objects not present, partly 
blind and with some numbness in 
her legs. He said he attended: her 
during the early stages of her ill- 
ness, then withdrew because of ‘‘the 
confusion of the case.” He ex- 
plained that every doctor at the 
army post was taking a hand. 

On cross-examination, Strickler 
said Mrs. Shepard's condition might 
have been caused by metallic pois- 
oning. 

He said he had a conversation 
with Shepard relative to the possi- 
bility that she took poison and 
Shepard urged him twice to be sure 
to tell Mrs. Shepard’s relatives, then 
coming to her bedside, that she 
suffered from alcoholic poisoning. 

Calis Major’s Request Peculiar. 

Strickler said these requests 
seemed “peculiar” to him. 

On redirect examination, Strick- 
ler said Maj. Paul R. Hawley, a 
Government witness who testified 
Mrs. Shepard died of mercurial 
poisoning, “told me he had gone 
to see Mrs. Shepard on one occa- 
sioh and she was so full of liquor 
he couldn't get anything out of 
her.”’

The condition of the patient's 
eyes indicated they may have been 
affected by a sedative, he stated, 
adding immediately that the trou- 
ble also could have been caused 
by alcoholic poisoning.

Circuit Judge Taylor oe: 
cides Former Buckingham 
Annex Owner Can Get 
Fair Trial Here. 


Ralph Pierson’s plea for a change 
of venue in his trial on charges of 
first degree murder and arson, 
growing out of the Buckingham 
Hotel Annex. fire of Dec. 5, 1927, 
was denied today by Circuit Judge 
Taylor. The Judge held that Pier- 


son could have-a fair trial in St. 
Louis. 

Judge Taylor set the cases of 
Pierson, Lewis E. Balson and R. 
H. Cotham, under the same 
charges, for Jan. 12. At that time, 
it is expected, Pierson will go to 
trial, and the other cases will be 
continued. 

Pierson and Balson, co-owners of 
the Buckingham Annex, have 
denied any knowledge of the arson 
plot alleged by the State, which 
charges that the Annex was burned 
to collect insurance. Seven deaths 
resulted from the fire. Cotham, 
who was night clerk of the Buck- 
ingham Hotel, has made a confes- 
sion, and is Pierson’s accuser. 
Andrew B. Meadows, night watch- 
man of the Annex, who confessed 
complicity with Cotham, was con- 
victed of -murder Oct. 17, and was 
sentenced recently to be hanged. 
The arson-murder charge dates 
from last January, when the two 
employes were arrested, more than 
two years after the fire. 

Judge Discusses Prejudice. 

Judge Taylor, in his decision, re- 
viewed the plea of Charles M. 
Hay, Pierson’s lawyer, who sought 
to prove the’ existence of prejudice 
which would prevent a fair trial 
for Pierson here. 

“The defendant offered the com- 
ment of the metropolitan dailies 
of St. Louis concerning the burn- 
ing of the hotel and the loss of 
lives,” Judge Taylor said. “It is 
manifest to my satisfaction that 
the witnesses who testified either 
for or against the motion, and who 
had come to some conclusion, based 
their conclusions either directly or 
indirectly on the comment of the 
newspapers. 

“The same papers have a wide 
circulation in the judicial districts 
of Missouri, where stories about 
the burning of the hotel have been 
read and, no doubt much comment 
has resulted, and some feeling 
against those involved. 

“As I size up the situation, ‘there 
is some feeling and prejudice exist- 
ing against the perpetrators of this 
crime, whoever they may be. But 
this feeling is due to the grew- 
some result of the burning of the 
hotel, rather than to any individual 
charged with it. 

No Further Appeal. 

-“T am convinced that in a popu- 
lation of 822,000, with the liberal) 
indulgence which the law allows in 
the selection of a jury, the defend- 
afit'can have a fair and impartial 
jury to hear and determine the 
charge against him.” 


Judge Taylor’s decision is not 
subject to appeal st this time. The 
defense, in cases where change of 
Venue is asked for and denied, has 
the privilege of noting an excep- 
tion, and, in case of conviction, can 
cite this pdint in its motion for a 
new trial ani in its appeal.

NEW YORK, Dee. 15.—-In Har-

Pulitzer prize play as “the com- 
pany,’”’ funerai. services were con- 
ducted yesterday for the’ big, genial 
Dlack man whose own people 
months ago dropped his real name 


and called him after the role he 
played, “Gabriel.” ® 

More than 1000 persons filled 
one of the Negro section's largest 
churches, where for two hours and 
a half euvlogies were read, hymns 
were sung, and rituals intoned over 
the body of Charles Wesley Hill, 
the “Angel Gabriel” of “Green Pas- 
tures,” Marc Connelly’s drama of 
the Negro’s conception of Heaven. 
Hill was killed by a_ taxicab 
Wednesday. 

Led by Little Black Cherub. 

Daniel L. Haynes, the “Adam” of 
the play, was master of ceremon- 
les, and at the end the Negro play- 
ers, led by the little black cherub 
who gets a fishbone stuck in his 
throat at the heavenly fish fry of 
the first act—filed tearfully by the 
casket. 

Mare Connelly occupied a place 
of honor in the pulpit, with Har- 
rison, Haynes, and several Negro 
preachers. In reserved pews = sat 
the staffs of the producer and the 
theater in which “Green; Pastures” 
isaplaying, together with men and 
wemen identified with the stage. 

The service was a stirring mix- 
ture of emotion, naivete and love 
of color and ceremony, with some- 
thing of the reserve of the North. 
There were long and fiery ora- 
tions, two Masonic rituals, with 
uniforms, swords and incense—all 
more dramatic somehow than when} 
used in white ceremonies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — The 
steadiness of price levels which had 
characterized most recent years 
was broken by a very considerable 
decline during the last fiscal year 
which ended June 30, Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont said in his an- 
nual report made public today. 

“For the year as a whole the 
price index (converted to the base 
of 1923-1925 as 100) averaged 91.9 
as compared with 96.7 during 
1928-1929, a decline of about & 
per cent,” the report said. “For 
the group of farm products the 
decline was slightly greater, while 
the two groups of foods and com- 
modities, other than farm products 
and foods, averaged about 3 per 
cent lower. Farm products fell 
about 17 per cent between Septem-. 
ber and June and fell 6% per cent 
further in July, although they 
have since shown some recovery.” 

The general index of the volume 
of industrial and mineral produc- 
tion for the year averaged 110. It 
was about 6 per cent lower than 
the fiscal year 1928-1929, _ but 
slightly higher than in any of the 
three fiscal years prior thereto, 
and decidedly higher than years 
before 1925, according to the re- 
port.

As fs normally the case 
the reduction in prices in this and 
other countries, has been more 
conspicuous in raw materials than 
in manufactured goods. Retail 
prices normally show less variabil- 
ity than wholesale prices, partly 
because they are more fixed by 
custom and partly for the same 
reason that manufactured goods 
show less variability than raw com- 
modities, 

While construction generally de- 
clined the activity of public works 
construction and public utilities 
was the greatest ever recorded ex- 
cept during the World War.

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Youth Must Have Flaming Belief in What He 
Is Taught Says Man Who Abolished

‘Why, Alexander Meiklejohn un- 
dertook to answer at the Y. M. H. 
A. Liberal Forum last night, is 
American education—~and the 
American church and home as well 
—-in the sorry state of an old man 
Passed up by youth and talking 
emptily to himself? 

School, church and home, he 


diagnosed, simply had nothing to 
say that would- compel attention. 
And their words were without au- 
thority because they saw nothing, 
themselves, to get excited about— 
hed no “gospel,” no fiaming be- 
lief that .might set fire to the 
minds of youth, 

In the course of his lecture the 
distinguished philosopher and lib- 
eral, whose educational “gospel” 
cost him the presidency of Amherst 
College, described his own experi- 
ment at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. It is exactly counter to the 
main current of American educa- 
tion, since it aims not to equip a 
mass of human products for “mak- 
ing good,”” but to develop individu- 
als to understand this civilization. 
But, as Prof. Meiklejohn had im- 
plied, he regards that “main cur- 
rent” as an eddy, with nowhere in 
particular to flow. 

In Touch With Youth. 

His experimental college has no 
classrooms, no lectures and no text- 
books. But, he pointed out, teach- 
ing methods meant nothing to edu- 
cation. in- comparison to “the im- 
pulse that comes when an old man, 
who believes in something so hard 
he has to live in terms of it, comes 
in touch with the young.” 

Youth has not changed, he re- 
marked.- Youth is a biological fact 
not altered in a decade. If 
youth’s attitude toward the rest 
of the world has changed, then ob- 
viously something in that world 
has changed. 

“The church ts fundamental to 
our civilization,” he continued. 
“Yet it has lost its authority for 
youth. Its point of view today is 
very uncertain. Youth says, “Are 
you sure—or are you just trying to 
hold onto something that’s slipping 


out from under you?’ 


Wants to Find Out. 
“The same is true of the home. 
Everything that affects the life of 
women is changing. We, who know 
how great are the issues at stake, 


say ‘Hold On,’ but youth says, ‘I'm 


not convineed. I want to find out. 
I must know if it’s true.’ 

“Instead of listening to us—who 
are not sure of what we say— 
youth is going on to find out for 
itself. And futile as that often is, 
it’s always healthy. 


“Education, fundamentally, is 


training for action; getting young 


people ready to do something. Well, 
what does America want? What is 
it we want young Americans to get 
ready to do? 

“We don’t know.” 

Where There Is Impulse. 

He cited the great impulse to 
education in Russia under the 
“gospel” of the proletariat, where 
young proletarians believe - they 
must get ready to rule themselves; 
in the great universities of En- 
gland, «where young members of 
the ruling class get ready to gov- 
ern the British lion’s share of the 
globe, and in other nations where 
elders. had some purpose to pass 
on to youth. 

“Wherever there is such a drive, 
something to be done, we get edu- 
cation,” he commented. “But show 
me a people that has no gospel. 


and I'll show you @ nation where 
educators are virtually seeking the 
im possible. 


cation, as with American society, 
is that it has no sense, or very lit- 
tle of obligation, of enthusiasm, for 
any cause, for the sake of which 
the young may learn. The first 
thing we must do is to get hold of 
that cause.” 

_He.-described his formation of 
the Experimental College at Wis- 
consin University-in 1927 as a 
three-fold. assignment from _— Dr. 
Gienn Frank, to search for some- 
thing better in courses of study, 
teaching methods and general con- 
ditions of student life. Formal 
“courses” had been discarded, and 
teaching methods were a Socratic 
matter of association and of draw- 
ing out the students’ own capacity 
to think by criticism; mental con- 
tact or perhaps mental “impact.” 

“We felt that we'd never get at 
the gospel of educaion underlying 
the studies so long as_ they re- 
mained merely a lot of unrelated 
subjects,” he explained. “Under- 
standing requires unification of 
some sort. 

“So we decided to unify our 
course as the study of a civilization. 
Our aim is to develop a mental ac- 
tivity and a frame of mind that will 
enable the students to think intel- 
ligently about the civilization that 
surrounds him.” 

To that end the - Experimental 
College attempted first to help the 
student understand Athenian life 
in the time of Plato and Pericles, 
and then “jumped 2300 ot tl to 
American life. 

Might See Human ym 

“We want to see if they can un- 
derstand American civilization in 
terms of the same problems,” he 
explained. “We believe that ir 
they see the two civilizations face 
to face, young Americans might 
stop merely ‘making good’ and be- 
gin to see human life.” 

Students of the experimental 
college Gre required to live in one 
dormitory, in the attempt to form 
a community, “so that we may have 
& social life of which the intel- 
lectual life will be a part—and you 
know how far apart they are in 
colleges today; so that the students 
Shall really like each other, not 
in terms of football, but in terms 
of common intellectual interests. 

What Couples Talk About. 

“Do you know those lovely lakes 
at Madison? In the springtime the 
young people stroll about them— 
couples—cou ples—couples—and I 
always wonder what they’re talk- 
ing about. But I know it’s nothing 
inteligctual. 

“We hope for a school where the 
couples, by sheer force of the 
spirit of the place, shall be talking 
about those things for which the 
university exists.” 

“For the sake of a gospel,’’ some- 


one asked, “would it be good to go 


back to what were the church and 
sczhool and home?” “Now, that 
might be al) right,” he replied, “if 
we could go back. But we can’t.” 

“How can we get a gospel?” 
asked another. “By the use of the 
spirit,” he responded. “By trying 
to get a gospel. By attempting to 
find out what things mean. By be- 
ing interested in it—just as, if you 
asked how one could get an idea, 
I should say by the use of the 
mind, by thinking.” 

“In other .words,” commented 
the questioner, and Prof. Meikle- 
john smiled agreement, “we can 
get a gospel if enough of us work 


at it.”

GENEVA, Dec. 16—~Berlin’s 
second series of complaints of 
leged atrocities committed by 
“Polish insurgents” against the 
German minority in Upper Silesia 
during the recent election, in. which 
nothing but supporters of Marshal 
Pilsudski, Poland’s dictator, were 
elected to the Polish Parliament, 
has reached the secretariat of the 
League of Nations from Julius Cur- 
tius, German Foreign Minister. 
These 12 additional examples of al- 
leged Polish brutality were for- 
warded yesterday to members of 
the council of the League of Na- 
tions, 

The evidence in the communica- 
tion from Germany will come be- 
fore the January meeting of the 
council. Berlin gives names, 
places, dates and details in its 
complaints of maltreatment, ter- 
rorization and pillage. 

Women Beaten. 

Beating with rubber. truncheons, 
according to the German charges, 
appears to be the favorite proced- 
ure of election officials against 
Germans, while the police viewed 
the proceedings unconcernedly, 
acting occasionally only to arrest 


| the victims rather than the aggres- 


sors. Even women were among 
those maltreated, the German For- 
eign Office cHarges. 

One complaint submitted by Cur- 
tius describes the imprisonment of 
43 Germans in the coal cellar of 
the Golassowitz Police Station, 
where officers beat prisoners who 
sat down or leaned against the wall 
to rest. Another complaint re- 
lates an attack on a 63-year-old 
prisoner who spoke German. 

According to Curtius, 200 spe- 
cific instances of brutality have 
been reported to the Foreign Of- 
fice, every case resulting in bodily 
injury or destruction of property. 

No Legal Protection. 

Describing the minorities in Up- 
per Silesia as “absolutely defense- 
less and devold of legal protec- 
tion,” Curtius declares that “fur- 
ther reproductions will complete 
the picture of their hopeless situa- 
tion and of the unbounded tyranny 
exercised by insurgents who wreak 
their will on the lives, health and 
property of the German minority.” 

He says the league must face a 
system of oppression extending 
throughout all Polish Upper Si- 
lesia, which is carried out with the 
collusion and tolerance of the po- 
lice authorities.

RESISTANCE T0 WAR 
FAVORED BY EINSTEIN 


Suggests Refusal of Military 
Duty and Fund to Fight 
for Pacifism. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15. -Dr. Al- 
bert Einstein, mathematician and 
author of the relativity theory, 
speaking before the New Historical 
Society last night, said: “In our 


‘present political situation it is the 


duty of man to commit crime in the 
name of his state or his country. 
It seems to me that it is more his 
duty to free mankind, from this sort 
of thing. 

“There are two ways h which 
this can be done. “ Ttie first, which 


has alre-dy been practiced in many 


countries, is to refuse military duty 
in time of war. If only 2 per cent 
of the men liable for war service 
were to refuse there would not be 
enough jails in the world to take 
care of them.” 

The second method, he said, lies 
in the formation of a “war resist- 
ance fund” with pacifists from all 
nations contributing. The money 
would be used to defend imprisoned 
objectors and to strengthen the 
feeling against armed conflict the 
world over. 

“A real initiative in one or both 
directions,” he concluded, “would 
bring resuits. But you must show 
courage and you must show pa- 
tience, otherwise you will remain 
just pacifists.” 

His remarks were trznslated from 
the Ger.nan by . Mrs. Rosika 
Schwimmer. He was preceded on 
the program by Miss Helen Keller, 
the blind author.

Official figures published in the 
report show that the volume of 
Russia’s export trade was less than 
2 per cent of tetal world trade, and 
that the value of Russian exports 
to the United States in 1929-1930 
was apLroximately $23,500,000, as 
compared with $29,315,000 in 1913. 

The trade balance in 1929-1930 
between Russia and the United 
States, the report said, was nearly 
six to one in favor of the Unjted 
States. To offset: Russian imports 
valued at $23,500,000, the United 
States sold to Russia goods and 
merchandise valued at $127,900,- 
000. Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan have report- 
ed unfavorable balances, with im- 
ports exceeding exports in the 
ratio of two to one in the instance 
of Great Britain and four to one 
in the case of Italy, the report 
said. 

Alarm Due to Depression. 

The alarm created in recent 
months by Soviet exports was 
ascribed in the report to the re- 
appearance of Russian commodi- 
ties, chiefly raw materials, “at a 
time when accumulation of stocks 
and decline in consumption have 
caused a sharp decline in com- 
modity prices.”

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Socialism and Private Greed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N YOUR sparkling editorial of Dec. 6, 


that regarding Muscle Shoals and the 
demagogism of Senator Moses, you give 
the shortest and clearest expression of 
our paradoxical situation. You say: “If 
the United States goes socialistic it will 
be driven to it by the lash of private 
greed.” In other words, Senator Moses, 
who, along with the businéss world, is 
against socialism, by favoring private 
ownership of Muscle Shoals favors the 
causes working for socialism. 

On the same editorial page a reader 
writes a “Diagnosis and Remedy,” in 
which he tells what he considers the 
causes of the depression. Two of the 
causes are amusingly interesting. The 
first is woman's suffrage. But it is 
scarcely necessary to say that the aboli- 
tion of such suffrage is neither desirable 
nor possible. Concerning the other 
cause, which apparently is motor bus 
competition with the rails, he says that 
the automobile transportation companies 
should be forced “to charge equally to 
haul passengers and freight as the rail- 
reads.” 

In other words, we should force high 
prices in transportation by motor bus 
and motor truck, although their produc- 
tion and maintenance costs are low. But 
why should we artificially raise the price 
of this transportation? Is it to main- 
tain our “higher” standard of living? But 
then that’s what we have been doing all 
these years, and here is where we stand 
now—unparalicied depression and un- 
precedented unemployment. Or is it just 
in order to keep up high dividends on 
the watered stock of inefficient railroads. 
at the expense of the public, which should 
be able to travel and ship cheaper, 
thanks to the new inventions? 

On the same rich editoria] page Stuart 
Chase, in his “Prometheus Enchained,” 
claims that our trouble now comes large- 
ly from the fact that not the engineer 
who makes the inventions, but the busi- 
ness man who is exploiting the inventions. 
is the leading factor in our economic life. 
He adds that “the criss-cross and dupli- 
cation in the transportation system” and 
“the neglect of cheaper waterways for 
the profitable exploitation of high-cost 
railroads” are contributing causes for 
whatever is wrong with our present eco- 
nomic conditions. If that is true, in 
what way will the continucd favoring of 
the railroads remedy the situation? 

After all, why not face reality? Waste- 
ful, short-sighted management and “the 
lash of private greed” should be elimi- 
nated in these essentially public utilities.

CONSILIO ET ANTIMITS. 
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An O14-Fashioned Senator. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
IN’T Senator George Norris funny In 
this New Era with his old-fashioned 
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$ per cent or less on their in 
all businesses which earned less $3000 per year. 
It exempted all partnerships and individuals. It 
taxed only corporate excess profits, taking $1 out of 
every $5 which a corporation obtained as a return 
between 8 per cent and 20 per cent on its investment 
and $2 out of every $6 of profits between 20 per 
cent and 40 per cent on investment. Corporations 
paying this tax were unable to translate it into high- 
er prices for the goods they sold because they were 
unable to charge more than their competitors who 
were tax exempt. This tax, since it did not increase 
the costs of doing business, but only took a share of 
surplus profits, was not passed on to consumers in a 
higher price. Its advantages were many. It imposed 
no burden on the poor. It forced monopolistic en- 
terprises to share their profits with the public and 
gave them an incentive to reduce their prices. It 
produced a substantial revenue for the Treasury 
without burdening business. Its operation clearly 
conformed to the maximum that the state should tax 
heavily those who were most able to pay. 

The imposition of heavier taxes on surplus accum- 
alations at the present time would not, as the Presi- 
dent fears, “deprive industry of that much ability to 
give employment.” The difficulty which confronts 
us today is not a deficiency of capital in the hands 
of employers. American industry already has far 
more machines than it can put to work. Our present 
trouble is that there is a deficiency of purchasing 
power in the hands of the ultimate consumer. If 
money could in some way be transferred from the 
surplus accumulations of the rich, who can use it 
only to pile up idle productive equipment, to the 
pocketbooks of the poor, who would use it to pur- 
chase consumption goods, the wheels of industry 
might again be set running. In so far as the restora- 
tion of prosperity might be achieved through Federal 
tax policy, it could be attained by reducing customs 
duties, which diminish general purchasing power, 
reducing corporation income taxes, which are passed 
on to consumers, increasing surtaxes on individual 
incomes and inheritance taxes, re-enacting the taxa- 
tion of excess profits, expending the funds thus col- 
lected on public works, and thus liberating the pur- 
chasing power which is the life blood of business. 
An increase in taxes might greatly benefit the 
workers and the farmers. It all depends on how 
those taxes are devised. : : 


“AND THEN WHAT?” 
Apropos our editorial, “The Drys Stand Pat,” which 
ended with a demand for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, a reader writes: 
As usual a kick and a howl, but never a 

remedy. 

We have never claimed to have a remedy for the 
liquor problem, nor do we believe there is a remedy 
for it. Our contention is that seeking the impos- 
sible through national prohibition only makes a 
bad matter worse, We agree with Mr. Morrow and 
other opponents of the present plan that this matter 
should be left to the various states. To thrust them 
aside and attempt to handle such a difficult problem 
from Washington only results in the states which 
do not want prohibition refusing to accept it. Under 
the other plan those states which do want it can 
have it, and the country can respect and safeguard 
their wish. It was said at the recent conference of 
prohibition forces in Washington that the anti-pro- 
hibitionists havé no definite plan.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 15.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
bane, in an opinion today, declined 
to assume responsibility for the 
work of calculating and distribu- 
ting the refunj due holders of fire 
insurance policies under the 10 per 
cent rate reduction ordered in 

1922. 

Insurance Superintendent Thomp- 
son and Attorney-General Shartel 
had filed a motion asking the court 
to appoint a special commissioner 
or commissioners to deterfnine the 
amount of refund due each policy 
holder and supervise the refunding 
of excess premiums collected by 
217 stock fire insurance companies 
between January, 1922, when the 
reduction was ordered, and August, 
1929, when the rates were-reduced. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
Frank E. Atwood, and concurred in 
by all Judges except Judge J. T. 
White, held that the court's juris- 
diction in the case ended with the 
April, 1926, term of court, in 
which it handed down its decision 
upholding the rate reduction. 

Excess premiums involved in the 
rate reduction case have been esti- 
mated at $14,000,000. The com- 
panies unsuccessfully contested pay- 
ment of all but about $3,000,000 of 
this amount, collected during the 
period from Feb. 1, 1928, to 
August, 1929, and have been mak- 
ing refunds for this later period. 
In making refunds on the first 
period, they have been asking poli- 
cy holders to supply the numbers 
of their policies and the amounts 
of premiums paid, information 
which many holders cannot supply 
or can obtain only through their 
insurance agents. 

The reduction... ordered by for- 
mer Insurance Commissioner Ben 
Cc. Hyde, had been held up by liti- 
gation until sustained by the State 
and United States Supreme Courts. 
During litigation the companies 
acted as impounding agents for the 
excéss premiums to be refunded if 
they lost their suits. 

“We, of course, do not hold that 
policy holders who have paid ex- 
cess premiums under an unlawful 
rate are without remedy to recover 
them in a proper proceeding,” the 
Supreme Court said.

Such issuess as United State

point. Transamerica was a firm 
spot, closing up 2 points, in re- 
sponse to announcement of forma- 
tion of a pool to support it. Bears 
in this issue were evidently caused 
by some’ discomfiture. Coppers 
were depressed on news that some 
speculative metal had been offer- 
ing for sale as low as 9% cents a 
pound, although large producers 
were out of the market, American 
Smelting lost 2 and Anaconda 3. 
In the rails, New York Central, 
Southern Pacific, Canadian Pacific, 
Frisco and Atlantic Coast Line lost 
2 to 5 points. Worthington Pump 
lost 6 points. Ofls .vere sluggish. 
New York Tractions were buoyant, 
in response to unconfirmed rumors 
of a tentative unification agree- 
ment, 

Call Money Firmer. 

The mid-month settlements, in- 
cluding the Government financing, 
resulted in a large shifting of 
funds, estimated as high as $2,000,- 
000,000. Call money showed a firm. 
er tone, although it renewed un- 
changed at 2% per cent, and time 
money rates were pushed up about 
% percent. Government financing 
included the offering of the six 
and 12 month certificates at 1% 
and 1% per cent. In _ addition, 
quarterly incomé tax payments are 
expected to amount to about $400,- 
000.000, and there are numerous 
corporate dividends being paid. The 
firmness in money is expected to be 
short-lived, for the Government, in 
anticipation of tax payments, is 
presumably making its usual over- 
draft at the Reserve banks, thus 
releasing large sums for the money 
market. 

The news of the weekend was 
generally viewed as favorable, par- 
ticularly reports of holiday trade, 
which indicated a turnover of 
go0ds even higher than that of a 
year ago in spots, although reports 
from various sources are: uneven. 
The fresh heaviness of cotton, 
which recorded still lower levels 
for the past 15 years, was one of 
the least cheerful developments. 

The National Foreign Trade 
Council issued its annual analysis 
of foreign trade, and found that 
world trade in 1930, after making 
adjustments for changes in price 
levels, seems to be only about 8 
per cent lower than in 1929. It 
pointed out that American exports 
of manufactured goods have held 
up well, with the exception of au- 
tomobiles. 

With the exception of cotton, 
which again dropped to new lows, 
the commodity markets were most- 
ly steady to firm. Corn was a firm 
feature, closing 1%c to 1%c a bu 
higher, after selling off most of 
last week. Receipts were smaller 
than expected, and weather re- 
ports bullish. Wheat futures 
closed unchanged to ic higher, re- 
flecting a decrease in the visible 
supply, and improvement at Win- 
nipeg. Cotton dropped $1 to $1.25 
in the early trading, recovered and 
again sol doff, closing 75c to $1 
a bale lower. 

With the exception. of sterling, 
which held about steady, foreign 
exchanges were inclined to ease. 
The Spanish peseta lost 1-5 of a 
cent, reflecting continued unsettle- 
ment in Spain. The Canadian dol- 
lar declined further, reaching a 
discount of 5-32 of a cent. Shang- 
hai, however, was a little firmer, 
as silver was in better demand in 
London.

BANKER DEPORTED BY MEXICO 


Swiss Negotiating for Foreign Loans 
Tells of Expulsion.

HAVANA, Dec. 15.—The Swiss 
banker, Louis Gallopin, who came 
into notice because of his negotia- 
tions for Mexican foreign loans, to- 
day told of being deported from 
Mexico for alleged activities against 
the Mexican Government.

Amateur Cooks Should Stick to 
the Simpte, Easily Made 
Varieties. 


Everyone likes good home-made 
candy, but the emphasis should be 
strong on the good, meaning good 
in texture and flavor -.nd appear- 
ance. The simplest candies can 


answer this description as well as 
the most elaborate confections, and 
the amateur will do well to concen- 
trate on making t’.ese plainer va- 
rieties. There are so many styles 
of decorative containers nowadays 
that these can be made to look very 
dressy. 

A professional candy maker 
would never think of cooking a 
batch of candy without using a 
thermometer, to be assured of the 
mixture reaching the right tem- 


possible, is this for the amateur. 
Most candies are made from sugar 
syrup of one form or another, and 
the degree to which this is cooked, 
determines whether the candy shall 
be soft or creamy, chewy or hard 
and brittle. Fudge and fruit fla- 
vored creams are the best example 
of the first, caramels of the second 
and nut brittle or crisp, of the 
third. Most sugar syrup crystalizes 
very readily if it is stirred while 
cooking unless it has white corn 
4yrup or some other form of glu- 
cose added to it. Even then stir- 
ring should be a cautious and care- 
ful business. 

The following recipes for candies 
will prove helpf: for the Christ- 
mas dinner table. Follow directions 
exactly, be accurate in measuring 
and in the cooking temperature, 
and success will follow. 

Chocolate Fudge. 

Melt three tablespoons butter in 
a heavy saucepan, add four squares 
(one-quarter pound) unsweetened 
chocolate, cut in small pieces, and 
stir over a very slow fire until the 
chocolate is mvu.ted. Remove from 
the fire and add three cups fine 
granulated sugar, one tablespoon 
white corn syrup, one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt and one cup milk plus 
two tablespoonful. Stir over a siow 
fire until the sugar is dissolved 
and the mixture is blended, then 
boil without stirring until a candy 
thermometer registers 240 degrees. 
If trying to work without a ther- 
mometer, boil the syrup until a lit- 
tle of it dropped in a cup of cold 
water will form a ball that can be 
picked up and rolled between the 
fingers. Remove atonce from the 
fire, pour in one and one-half tea- 
spoons vanilla extract and let the 
mixture stand without stirring or 
moving until it is nearly cold. Then 
beat with a strong spoon until thick 
and creamy. Pour into a buttered 
pan, press into shape with the 
palm of the hand and mark into 
squares. Make: one and one-half 
pounds, 

Cocoanut Almond Crisp. 
Heat three tablespoons clear 
honey in a@ small heavy pan, then 
add two cups granulated sugar and 
stir constantly over a slow fire un- 
til the sugar is melted and a clear 
light brown in_ color. Before 
melting ‘the sugar have ready 
one-quarter pound blanched al- 
monds that have been coarsely 
chopped and toasted in a moderate 
oven until a light tan. Have also 
one-quarter pound shredded, dried 
cocoanut. When the sugar is 


into it, mix quickly and pour at 
once into a large, shallow, buttered 
pan. Spread out with the back of 
a spoon into a thin sheet. Mark 
into squares and break apart when 
ccld and brittle. Any nuts may be 
substituted for the combination 
mentioned here. 
Mint Wafers. 

Soak one teaspoon. gelatine 
in one tablespoon cold water for 
five minutes and then dissolve in 
one tablespoon boiling water. It 
may be necessary to finish dissolv- 
ing the gelatine over hot ‘water. 
Nc specks of it must be visible. 
When entirely dissolved, add grad- 
ually one cup confectioner’s sugar, 
stirring it in thoroughly and beat- 
ing until smooth. Next add one 
teaspoon essence of peppermint or 
four drops of oil of peppermint, 
and then work in more confection- 
er’s sugar to make a smooth, very 
thick mixture that is just too soft 
to handle comfortably. Drop from 
the tip of a small spoon onto heavy 
waxed paper, leaving plenty of 
Space between each wafer. Let 
stand until dry. The mixture may 
be divided before the peppermint is 
added, and one part colored pink 
and flavored with a little winter. 
Sreen. If this is done use only 
half as much of the peppermint. 


Molding Gelatine Dis Dishes, 
The mixture is poured into the 


mold, preferably a metal one which 
has been rinsed in cold water, and 
alalowed to set. When ready to 
serve, dip the mold into warm wa- 
ter almost to the top and hold 
there for a few seconds. Then hold 
the serving dish over the mold 
and invert the mold. Tilt the mold 
slightly to let in air. A knife, if 
used with care, may aid in remov- 
ing the mixture.

Smooth 
and*velvety in texture, flavor can 
be varied to suit any taste. 

In the preparation of marlows. 
a few general rules should be ob- 
served: 

First: Always melt the marsh- 
mallows thoroughly. If steamed 
long enough they become liquefied 
and in somie instances quite clear. 

Second: This foundation must 
be allowed to stiffen slightly be- 
fore the cream is added. 

Third: If vegetable coloring is 
used, it should be added to the 
foundation while hot or certainly 
before combing with the cream. It 
is impossible to give directions as 
to the exact amount of coloring to 
use, The addition of the cream 
lightens the color; so make your 
foundation a deeper shade than you 
wish the finished product to be. 

Marlows may be served plain, 
with any desired sauce or garnish, 
or used in any way you would use 
ice cream of similar flavor. 

Two or three flavors can be ar-f 
rangei in layers in the freezing 
trays and sliced when ready: or 
each kind can be frozen separaiely 
and put into deep glasses in al(er- 
nating spoonfuls. 

Here are recipes which show how 
this new type of icy-cold dessert is 
made: 

Chocolate Mocha Marlow. 

Use one square chocolate, one 
cup strong coffee, few grains of 
salt, 15 marshmallows, one-third 
cup chopped nut meats and one 
cup whipping cream. 

Melt chocolate in a double boil- 
er with marshmallows, add coffee 
and salt Cool. When _ slightly 
thickened add the whipped cream 
and nuts, pour into tray of refriger- 
ator. Freeze from six to eight 
hours. 

Pear Marlow. 

One cup crushed canned pears, 
four tablespoons pear juice, three 
tablespoons syrup from preserved 
ginger, three teaspoons lemon 
juice, 18 marshmallows and one- 
half pint whipping cream. 

Steam the marshmallows in pear 
juice over hot water until marsh- 


stiffened, carefully 
combine with the stiffly beaten 
cream. Pour into trays and freeze. 


Pimento Potato Puffs, 


To a quart of well-seasoned and 
well-beaten mashed potatoes add 
the yolk of two eggs (or one) 
egg slightly beaten) and two) 
minced pimentos drained of all 
juice. Pile lightly in a buttered 
glass baking dish or casserole and 
place in a hot oven 10 minutes. 
Serve in the baking dish. 


Banana Shortcake. 


Make individual shortcakes. 
Split and butter, while hot and 
spread layer with sliced bananas 
and add marshmallows cut into 
eighths. Garnish with whipped 


After all is said and done about 
informal home entertaining, assort- 
ed hearty sandwiches daintily made 
and attractively garnished and 
served, always merit the plaudits of 
an appreciative company. 

As the holiday season is near at 
hand the following sandwich reci- 
pes may be found useful for pro- 
spective hostesses. 


Chicken Sandwiches. 

Cut bread in quarter-inch slices. 
Spread lightly with creamed butter 
and then arrange thinly sliced 
chicken between slices of bread. 
Sprinkle chicken very sparingly 
with celery salt. Toast until deli- 
cately browned on both sides. 

Chick n a la Kink Sandwich, 

Finely chop one-fourth cup 
mushrooms and cook five minutes 
in one tablespoon butter. Sprinkle 
with one-fourth teaspoon salt. Add 
one cup chopped cold cooked chick- 
en six tablespoors well seasoned 
white sauce one tablespoon minced 
sweet red pepper one-eighth tea- 
spoon paprika a dush of cayenny 
and a few drops onion juice. Spread 
between buttered slices of graham 
hread. Toast delicately, garnish 
with crisp celery tips and serve im- 
mediately. 


ROW TEA QUALITY IS BASED 


The More Delicate the Leaf, the 
Better the Tea. 

Tea quality is based to a large 
extent on the size of the leaf. Oth- 
er factors being equal, the smalicer 
and, therefore, the more delicate 
the leaf, the better the tea. 

Th leaves are graded as follows: 
“Souchong” is the large coarse leaf 
near the bottom of the shoot. “Pe- 
koe Souchong” is next and is the 
grown leaf. “Pekoe” is smalier 
still and more tender while the 
smallest ané most tender leaves on 
the tea plant are called “Orange 
Pekoe.”’ 

The term “Black Tea” is used to 
designate tea which has been oxi- 
dized, or allowed to ferment dur- 
ing the-process of manufacture. 
This tea turns black in color after 
firing because of the oxidation it 
has undergone. Green tea on the 
other hand is not allowed to oxi- 
dize during manufacture, and so 
keeps its original color. 


Candied Pineapple. 

Canned pineapple may be 
drained and candied. Use the juice 
for the liquid of the syrup. Cook 
the syrup until it forms a firm ball, 
then add the pinapple and cook 
again until it reaches the firm-ball 


stage. Remove from the fire and 
cool. Stir until the sugar syrup 
crystallizes. 


Apple Statistics. 

The importance of apples as a 
crop is apparent when it is remem- 
bered that one state, alone, the 
State of Washington, annually pro- 
duces this fruit to the value of

League of Nations. 
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SMALL woman, with- short, 
Acuxs gray hair, sat wrapped in 

an ‘on her balcony in the 
Hotel de la Paix. A breakfast tray 
stood on a table nearby. Four 
newspapers lay on the floor on one 
side of her c . These she had 


to be looked at later. Mrs. Irene 
Parlby, at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing with her day’s work one hour 
under way. 

Mrs. Parlby is Minister, without 
portfolio, in the Province of Al- 
berta, Canada, one of the two 
women in the Government in her 
country. She is a delegate from 
Canada to the League of Nations. 


ago, Mrs. Parlby migrated to In- 
dia with her father when she was 
very young. She went from India 
to Canada in 1896, to visit and nev- 
er. returned. Western Canada in 
those days was a pidneer country, 
wild and beautiful. It won her im- 
agination and her loyalty. Mrs. 
Parlby met her husband, an Ox- 
ford man who, lke herself, had felt 
the lure of new lands, in Alberta, 
He was a rancher. 

The “E Pluribus Unum” which 
graces our silver dollars, was a 
creed which the ranchers . and 
farmers of Alberta adopted and 
practiced. An organization, the 
United Farmers of Alberta, grew 
up, immediately followed by the 
United Farm Women. These groups 
were formed for the very practical 
purpose of self-preservation; of 
making the economic conditions of 
life endurable. And from 1915 un- 
til 1919, Mrs. Parlby was president 
yof the United Farm Women of Al- 
berta. 


N 1921, this organization decided 

to take political action and 

therefore nominated its candi- 
date, Mrs. Parlby, to the Alberta 
Parliament. She was elected with 
a substantial majority, and became 
at once minister without portfolio. 
the first woman in government in 
Alberta. She ~was twice re-elected 
and is now serving her third term. 

At Geneva, Mrs. Parlby serves on 
Commissions 1 and 5, the Legal 
and Social Committees, 

Her great hope in the League 
centers around the twin. questions 
of Disarmament and Internationa) 
Peace. “These are the two things 
we all want, the chief things to 
work for,” said Mrs. Pariby. “The 
other activities of the League bring 
people together and teach them to 
work in co-operation which is 
most desirable; of course. I've al- 
ways believed in the League. When 
I came in 1925 and saw Briand and 
Bernsdorf talking together in the 
corridor of the Assembly Hall, I 
felt I had seen some sort of crys- 
tallization of the work in interna- 
tional understanding which the 
League is effecting. When I got 
back to Canada, I attempted to in- 
terpret the League to my country- 
men. We are so far away in Amer- 
ica that it is harder to understand 
the League and to realize its ac- 
complishments.” , 

Mrs, Parlby was standing up, 
looking across the lake to the dis- 
tant dimness of snow which is 
Mont Blanc, She holds herself very 
straight, a small, wiry woman with 
keen eyes and a subtle irony in her 
speech. For a moment, as she 
talked quietly of her belief in the 
League, the western ranchwoman 
appeared. In the set of her jaw 
one saw the endless energy of a 
woman who is not afraid to fight 
hard battles.
